London, September 4 — One of EUig- 
land's great naval bases, Chatham, on 
the east bank of the Medway, 30 miles 
southeast of London, was raided by 
German airplanes last night and 107 
nien with naval ratings were killed 
and 86 wounded. One civilian also 
was killed and six civilians Injured. 

Chatham la the aeat of immense 
military and naval oatablWunonta, In- 
cluding a vaat dock yard, an araenal 
and extensive barracks. The term 
naval ratings applies to the grade of 
men on board ship, usuallly those be- 
fore the mast.
